Mrs May then declared the Hospital 
open, and expressed the pleasure it gave hor 
1o perform the ceremony. She thought 
the institution was a most admirsble one 
and one which would prove to baa ‘great 
boon to the Chinese Community, aa well 
as exercising o poworful influence in the 
spread of greater and more enlightened me- 
thods of midwifery. (Applause). 

An inspection of the building followed, 
after which the proceedings terminated. 

This Hospital ia built immediately at the 
rear of the Nethersole Hospital, and is o 
two-storied building, with accommodation 
for six patients on tho present plan, al- 
though, if necessary, twelve beds could be 
placed in the rooms, and still givo ample 
floor spnce tocach one. On the ground floor 
are two private wards, containing 240 square 
foot floor space each, and in which qnly one 
bed is to beplaced at present. Tho rooms 
for the matron and two nurses aro at tho 
rear of tho wards, and store rooms are also 
provided, s well as a kitchon, bath and 
drying rooms and amah’s room. 

On the second floor ia the main ward, 
which contains some 900 equare feet floor 
area, and in which it is proposed to, place 
four heds, An operating thoatre, Iécturo 
room, night nurse’s room, bath room, 
storo rvonl, etc, take up the svailablo 
space. Taking the hospital all through it 
is an admirably constructed building for tho 
purpose it is intended to serve. All the 
rooms aro niry. and well-ventilated, and 
afford a fine view frbm the windows of tho 
upper floor. The foundation stono was laid 
in July 1903, but repeated delays were met 
with, phich, howover, have now beon over- 
come, and tho Maternity Home is ready for 
ocoupants to-day.
